Toronto's Old Faithful Shop may 
be small, but with so many enticing 
curiosities (from balsam-scented 
incense to grapefruit-hibiscus 
cocktail syrup) and home accessories

Owners 
Walter Manning and Savannah Olsen 
opened the original shop in 
Vancouver nearly five years ago.

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4 s MUCH AS WE STRIVE to plan our lives 
perfectly, it’s often the unexpected things 
that wind up being what we really wanted 
after all. “1 thought this was the last place 
we would want to live,” admits Montreal 
architectural designer Nicholas Lewin, squinting into 
the sun as a handful of sailboats silently drift by the 
four bedroom family home he designed and built 
overlooking Back Harbour in Chester, N.S. He and his 
wife, graphic designer Lisa LaFrance, and their 
daughters, Antonia, 17, and Georgia, 15, had little 
interest in sailing, which in this town is tantamount 
to saying you’d rather not breathe. But having scoured 
much of the East Coast in search of a building site 
with “sea air and room for a garden,” the family 
knew they had found the perfect spot the moment 
they stood on the windswept half- acre lot that now 
holds their full-time home. To an architect, it was 
like finding the Holy Grail. Once the site of the 
historic Hackmatack Inn, the empty, south-facing lot 
boasted an ocean view so spectacular it could turn 
even city slickers into aspiring sailors. “Living here 
has changed our lives,” says Nicholas. “As a family, 
we’ve become much closer here.” 


HOUSE & HOME: Your house is brand new hut feels 
as though it has always been here. How did you 
accomplish this? 

NICHOLAS LEWIN: The architectural style of the 
house is inspired by the local vernacular — the 
barns and fish shacks and old commercial buildings 
of Nova Scotia. When I designed it, I was thinking 
of a simple, old barn, just a rectangle with a pitched 
tin roof and painted shingles. No gables. No 
decoration. There is no fussiness to it. Rather, 
it’s pared back to what inspired it — clean 
geometry. Like a kid’s drawing. 



H&H: With no client to answer to, did you take 
more risks with the interiors? 

NL: When you design for yourself, you can be a bit 
rougher, a little less finished, and far more 
experimental than you could be with a client. For 
example, contrasting tight spaces with open spaces 
is exciting to me. The distance between our kitchen 
counters is only 36" — normally they’re anywhere 
between 48" and 60". This makes the space 
interesting to work in for a family of four, but the 
concept could be a tough sell to a client. Also, I left 
the plywood and framing exposed throughout and 
just spray-painted it all white; I left it deliberately 
rough instead of milling or boarding it for a 
smoother finish.

H&H: Teenagers are notorious for taking over 
a space. With two, is the open-plan layout 
ever a challenge? 

NL: Our main living space is small in square-footage 
but feels large, which suits us because it means we 
can all be together but doing completely different 
things. I can be in the kitchen blasting music, while

the kids are zoning out in the family 
room. It helps that the house is full 
of south-facing windows, so you're 
always in the light, which makes you 
feel centred in the space. And being 
open gives it a great, loft-like feeling, 
whether it's just us at the kitchen 
counter, 18 sitting down for dinner 
or 100 people milling around, 
spilling outside. The kitchen is the 
heart of our house. At a party, 
everyone congregates around food 
and drink, so why not just make the 
kitchen the living room? Opening up 
the space makes everything feel 
brighter and bigger — more social. 


H&H: Do you entertain often? 

NL: This house is built for 
entertaining, and luckily, Lisa loves 
to cook. Dinner parties are eclectic 
but considered. The dishes don't 
match and we're not fussy about 
setting the table. I have a huge 


collection of sterling silver that 
never sees the light of day! When my 
cabinetmaker built the dining table, 
he put it in place looking cautious as 
I inspected it. When I leaned on the 
corner, it seemed to bend a bit. 

“Well, nobody's going to be dancing 
on it!" he joked. I laughed and 
insisted that he fix it. The very next 
night, our dinner party culminated 
with someone dancing on the table! 


H&H: You have a great view of the 
harbour. Did you eventually catch 
the sailing bug? 

NL: Chester is a natural sailing 
haven — if you don't sail, you're 
missing out. We have all become 
avid sailors. Although our home 
is not right on the water, we have 
a direct path to our wharf. We can 
go out at 6 in the evening, race for 
an hour and be back home for 
dinner by 7:30.

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In the light and airy dining room, an oversized wooden table allows Donald, 
his wife, decorator Kim Gieske, and their five kids to dine comfortably, with 
room for guests. "It's a very practical table, but honestly we bought it because 
it's called Larchmont and we live in Larchmont," Donald quips. He fashioned 
the hall "wallpaper" from gaffer's tape — a favourite creative tool right now. 
Table, Barbara Barry; chairs, Ballard Designs; vintage hutch, Dorothy Draper. 
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ROM THE OUTSIDE, the home 
Donald Robertson shares with his 
wife, decorator Kim Gieske, five kids 
and two energetic dogs is the picture 
of suburban life. A 5,000 -square- 
foot Dutch colonial in Larchmont, 
N.Y., that dates back to the early 
1900s, it’s pretty, proper and not 
quite what you’d expect. After all, the unassuming dad 
is creative director at Estee Lauder (he oversees special 
projects for brands like Smashbox and Bobbi Brown) as 
well as an artist- turned- social media sensation with over 
140,000 followers on Instagram, including a devoted 
group of celebrities and style setters. But open the front 
door, and the Toronto native’s whimsical style is evident 
throughout the house: trad furniture silhouettes and luxe 
materials are livened up with bright colour, vintage finds 
and eye-catching art, most of it his own. Cheeky and 
on-point but never dark or damning, Donald’s is happy 
art. It’s also instant: he posts something original almost 
daily. And all the magic happens in the basement studio 
of this family home, which deftly straddles the line 
between grown-up and kid-friendly decorating (just as 
the family’s Long Island, N.Y., cottage, featured in House 
8c Home in June 2002, did). 

HOUSE & HOME: What attracted you to this house? 
DONALD ROBERTSON: My wife fell in love with it. It 
wasn’t even on the market; she just went up to the front 
door and convinced the owners to sell it to us. Much 
later we found out that it has a Canadian connection. 
One afternoon, I was standing in the yard watering the 
shrubs or something when this woman pulled up and 
said, “You’re living in my house.” I invited her in to see 
what we’d done with it, and we got to talking. I found out 
she was the previous -previous owner and was actually 
from Toronto. Not only that, she went to the same high 
school as my mom and was in my parents’ wedding 
party! I really couldn’t believe it. I thought. It’s like my 
dad got us this house from heaven. 
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A big family demands big furniture. "This sofa is gigantic — it's like 
a boat in the middle of the room — so it's perfect for us because 
we can pile everybody on/' says Donald. He found it on a New 
York showroom floor, stripped of all the cushions and marked 
down to sell. "Nobody's apartment in the city is big enough for 
a sofa this size, so we had it shipped to suburbia," he says. The 
couple added a selection of pillows and a fur throw to dress it up 
— and protect it from the family pets. "Believe it or not, fur really 
can't be stained. Our muddy dogs have jumped on here and still 
haven't wrecked it," he says. Sofa, Ralph Lauren Home; ottoman, 
Schumacher; chair. Shabby Chic; artwork, Donald Robertson. 







The sunroom lives up to its name: it's 
bright and cheery with lots of cosy seating 
suitable for lounging. Layers of chintz give 
the room a formal and feminine feel, while 
pretty striped armchairs are a charming 
infusion of shabby chic style. Apple green 
wallpaper and an edgy leopard rug add 
a one-two punch of glamour. Sofa fabric, 
Cowton & Tout; side tables, Vaughan; 
chairs. Shabby Chic; wallpaper. Quadrille; 
rug. Stork. 
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H&H: What changes did you make to 
accommodate your large family? 

DR: Just one day after closing, we 
tore down a wall in the kitchen to 
incorporate the former maid's room. 
With so many kids, we needed extra 
bedrooms, so we added dormers to 
the third floor to make room for the 
three oldest up there. We also added 
columns and a portico to the front 
of the house. But we did it all very 
carefully, so the house would still 
look historically accurate. 


H&H: How do you create kidfriendly 
spaces without sacrificing your 
design aesthetic? 

DR: We're trying to live stylishly, 
but not to the point where the 
kids can't bang into stuff. I don't 
understand how families live in those 
ultramodern homes where everything 
chips and stains so easily. All of our 
furniture is either slipcovered or 
draped with blankets and throws that 
we can wash or change. But it looks 
the way we want it to. We walk a fine 
line, I guess. 


H&H: Are any rooms in your home 
designed just for adults? 

DR: We don't hide the kids away. 

They use all the rooms, just as we do, 
for lounging, reading or whatever. 

The basement is actually a Playstation 
room and an art room in one. It's 
great because we can all pile in there 
and make a mess. 


H&H: How do you organize all the 
kids' stuff? 

DR: We make room for it wherever 
works. We have a dresser in the front 
entrance, which we inherited from 
one of Kim's clients. She got rid of it 
after her son banged his head on 
the corner. Not one of my kids has 
bumped their heads on it, and it 
turned out to be a really useful score. 
We use it for extra storage; it's stuffed 
with the kids' hats, scarves, and 
odds and ends.

SEESOURCEGUIDE 
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HOUSE & HOME: With so many idyllic 
getaway spots in France, what drew you 
to this one? 

LU DIVINE DEGAS: We rented a vacation 
property in Andernos-les-Bains for years 
and decided we wanted our own place. I 
had camped and worked in Cap Ferret with 
friends as a teenager and loved it. It's just 
50 kilometres west of Bordeaux, where we 
live, so we can come here year-round — for 
longer stretches in the summer with the 
whole family, and on weekends in the 
spring and fall, usually just with our two 
youngest children. 


H&H: Your renovation of this 1940s house 
was virtually a complete rebuild. What 
were your priorities? 

LD: We needed to accommodate our family 
of seven, plus have space for visitors. And 
we wanted the house to be all about 
relaxing. The main floor centres around an 


open kitchen-living area that leads out to 
the back deck and pool. And there are five 
bedrooms spread over two floors. Nothing 
is formal here; comfort is our top priority. 
For the living room, we built big, low sofa 
bases out of shipping pallets and topped 
them with cushions made of foam slabs in 
cotton covers, and lots of big throw pillows, 


H&H: Easy living often invites simple 
decorating. Is that what informed your 
colour choices? 

LD: Yes. We chose a monochromatic palette 
of white, black and grey — inside and out. 
The walls, floors, ceilings and exposed 
rafters are whitewashed to create an 
envelope that lets the shapes and textures 
stand out — features like the spiral 
wrought-iron staircase, dramatic light 
fixtures, the black-painted kitchen island 
and collections of straw hats and bags, 
which we hang like artwork. In addition.

H&H: Natural light and fresh air are 
staples of summer living, no matter what 
continent you're on. How did you achieve 
that here? 

LD: We installed skylights plus plenty of big 
windows, including a wall of modern bifold 
doors in the living room, french doors in 
the principal bedroom and another wall of 
windows on one side of the kitchen. 


H&H: Describe a typical summer day here. 
LD: We're all on different schedules when 
we're here. For me, morning means 
breakfast outside, then a trip to the beach 
to walk the dog when it's not crowded. The 
cape's east side has calm; sheltered beaches 
in the Arcachon Basin — more family- 
oriented and beautiful for boat rides — 
while the ocean beaches on the Atlantic are 
better for surfing and playing in the waves. 
Later, I'll go to the farmers' market, or the 
flea market on the weekend, follo^^d by

Sweet & Spicy Gazpacho 

SERVES 4 

Little cooking required! For the best result, 
make this soup 1 day in advance to let the 
flavours develop. 

1 V2 lb. (about 4) ripe red medium tomatoes 
6V2 cups cubed watermelon flesh, divided 
V4 cup red wine vinegar 

Sait and freshly ground pepper, to taste 
1 cup seeded, finely chopped cucumber, 
divided 

1 cup seeded, finely chopped red pepper, 
divided 

V4 cup finely sliced green onion 

2 tbsp seeded, finely chopped joiopeho 
2 tbsp cilantro, chopped, plus more 

for garnish 

2 pieces crusty white bread, toasted 
2 tbsp extra-virgin olive oil 

THE SOUP 

1 . Bring pot of water to boil. With sharp knife, 
score an X on bottom of each tomato, about 
Vs" deep. Drop tomatoes into boiling water 
and boil 30 seconds. Remove from water. 
When tomatoes are cool enough to handle, 
peel and discard skins. Core tomatoes and 
coarsely chop. 

2 . Combine tomato and 6 cups watermelon 
in blender and puree, working in batches if 
needed. Pour puree through fine sieve to 
remove seeds. Transfer soup to large bowl. 
Add vinegar and season with salt and pepper. 

3 . Set aside V 4 cup cucumber and V 4 cup red 
pepper in medium bowl for garnish. Chop 
remaining V 2 cup watermelon into a finer dice 
and add to garnish bowl. 

4 . Stir green onions, jalapehos, cilantro and 
remaining cucumber and red pepper into 
soup. Refrigerate 3 to 4 hours, or overnight. 


THE GARNISH 

1 . Break toasted bread into small pieces. Add 
to bowl with garnish. Drizzle mixture with oil 
and season with salt and pepper. 

2 . Taste soup for seasoning, adding more salt 
and pepper if needed. 

3 . Ladle soup into chilled bowls. Divide 
garnish evenly between bowls, placing 
in centre of the soup. Sprinkle with 
more cilantro. 



Watercress Vichyssoise 

SERVES 4 

A light vichyssoise serves as the base for this 
peppery watercress soup. Look for watercress 
that is dark green and perky. The key to 
keeping the vibrant colour of this soup is to 
blanch the watercress, cool it quickly and 
keep it cold until it's time to serve. 

1 bunch fresh, hearty watercress, 
bottoms trimmed, rinsed 

2 tbsp unsaited butter 
2 tbsp sunflower oil 

2 cups chopped onion 
¥4 lb. goiden-fiesh potatoes, peeled, 
cut in 1 " cubes (opprox. 2 cups) 

Sait and freshly ground pepper, to taste 
2 cups whole milk 
2 cups plus 2 tbsp water 
V 2 cup plain Greek yogurt 
1 tsp honey 

1 tbsp finely chopped tarragon plus 
more for garnish 

2 tbsp finely chopped cucumber 


THE SOUP 

1 . Bring large pot of water to boil. Prepare 
large bowl of ice water. Add watercress to 
boiling water and blanch 30 seconds, or until 
bright green. Drain and immediately plunge 
into ice bath to chill. Drain and keep cold. 

2 . Melt butter and oil in pot over medium-low 
heat. Add onion and cook, stirring occasionally, 
until onions are very soft, 10 to 12 minutes. 

Do not let onions brown; reduce heat if 
necessary. Add potatoes and cook 2 minutes, 
or until they begin to sizzle. Season with salt 
and pepper. Add milk and 2 cups water. 
Increase heat to medium and bring to boil. 
Reduce heat and simmer gently 10 minutes, or 
until potatoes are cooked. Remove from heat. 

3 . Working in batches, puree potato mixture 
in blender until very smooth. Let cool to room 
temperature, then refrigerate until cold, 
approx. 3 hours. 

4 . Add half of the cold potato soup back into 
the blender with half of the blanched 
watercress. Puree until smooth. Repeat with 
remaining potato mixture and remaining 
watercress. Taste for seasoning, adding more 
salt and pepper if needed. 

THE GARNISH 

1 . Stir yogurt with honey, tarragon and 
cucumber. Stir in 2 tbsp water, or enough 

to make it thin enough to drizzle. Season with 
salt and pepper. 

2 . Ladle soup into chilled bowls. Drizzle with 
tarragon yogurt and extra chopped tarragon.

THE SOUP 

1. Slice kernels off each ear of corn to yield 

4 to 5 cups of kernels. Cut or break 2 cobs into 
2" to 3" pieces. Discard remaining cobs. Slice 
bottom inch off lemongrass stalk and discard. 
Cut a 3" piece off the bottom to use. Peel and 
discard firm outer layers of stalk until centre 
portion is exposed. Finely slice centre portion 
and reserve. Combine chopped cobs with 
coconut milk, chicken stock, lemongrass and 
ginger in stockpot over high heat. Bring to 
boil. Reduce heat and simmer 1 0 minutes to 
release flavours. Remove from heat and allow 
to cool. Remove cobs and discard. 

2. Heat oil in saucepan over medium heat. 
Add shallots and cook 2 minutes, or until soft. 
Add corn kernels and cook until tender, 
approx. 8 minutes. Season with salt and 
pepper. Remove from heat. Combine half the 
corn mixture with half the coconut milk 
mixture in blender.

Taste and 
adjust seasoning. 

THE GARNISH 

1. Ladle soup into chilled bowls and place a 
heap of remaining crabmeat in centre of each 
bowl. Drizzle with chili oil and sprinkle with 
more basil. 



strawberry Soup 

SERVES 4 

Lime juice adds a touch of acidity to the sweet 
berries, and the mascarpone introduces an 
element of indulgence. 

3 lb. fresh ripe strawberries, hulled, 
coarsely chopped 
¥4 cup granulated sugar 
V 2 cup water 

Vs cup fresh-squeezed lime juice, divided 
1 tsp balsamic vinegar 
V 2 cup mascarpone 

1 tbsp maple syrup 

2 tbsp chopped mint plus more for garnish 
Lime & Brown Sugar Shortbread Crisps, 
for serving (recipe right, bottom) 

THE SOUP 

1. Combine strawberries, sugar and V 2 cup 
water in large saucepan over low heat. Stir 
until sugar has dissolved and berries are 
warm, 4 to 5 minutes. Cover and simmer 
gently 15 minutes, or until berries are tender 
and have released their juices. Remove from 
heat, cover and let sit 1 hour. 

2. Working in batches, ladle berries into fine 
sieve. Using back of ladle, press berry juice 
through sieve into large bowl. Discard solids. 
Repeat with all of berry mixture. Stir in Va cup 
lime juice and balsamic vinegar. Cover and 
refrigerate until cold, 2 to 3 hours. 

3. Stir mascarpone with remaining lime juice, 
maple syrup and mint in bowl. Spread onto 
parchment-lined plate and form into V 2 "-thick 
disc. Freeze until firm, approx. 1 hour. 

THE GARNISH 

1. Ladle cold soup into chilled bowls. Coarsely 
chop frozen mascarpone and scatter over 
soup. Garnish each bowl with more mint. 
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Salt & Pepper Shortbread Crisps 

MAKES 12 

Savoury shortbreads are a great snack to have 
on hand. Make the dough ahead and keep 
refrigerated up to 2 weeks, rolling out and 
baking as needed. These buttery shortbreads 
pair beautifully with cold soups, adding a 
touch of richness and texture to the meal. 

1 cup oil-purpose flour 

2 tsp granulated sugar 
Va tsp kosher salt 

V 2 tsp freshly ground pepper 
V 2 cup butter, softened 

1. Stir flour, sugar, salt and pepper together in 
small bowl. Beat butter with electric mixer in 
medium bowl until fluffy, approx. 1 min. Stir 
dry ingredients into butter. Gather into ball 
and press into 1 "-thick disc. Wrap in plastic 
wrap. Refrigerate 30 minutes, or until firm. 

2. Preheat oven to 375°F. Roll out dough on 
lightly floured surface to Va” thickness. Punch 
out rounds using 2"-diam. cookie cutter or 
slice into diamond shapes. Place shortbreads 
on ungreased baking tray and bake 20 
minutes, or until golden. Remove from oven 
and allow to cool completely on baking tray. 

VARIATIONS 

Chive & Garlic Shortbread Crisps: 

Stir 1 tbsp chopped chives into dry 
ingredients. Reduce pepper to a pinch. Beat 
1 tsp grated garlic in with butter. (Pair with 
Sweet & Spicy Gazpacho, recipe page 98.) 
Gruyere & Tarragon Shortbread Crisps: Stir 
1 tbsp finely chopped fresh tarragon into dry 
ingredients. Reduce pepper to a pinch. Mix in 
V 2 cup grated gruyere after wet and dry 
ingredients have been combined. (Pair with 
Watercress Vichyssoise, recipe page 98.) 

Chili & Parmesan Shortbread Crisps: 

Stir V 2 tsp cayenne into dry ingredients and 
omit pepper completely. Mix in V 2 cup grated 
Parmesan after wet and dry ingredients have 
been combined. (Pair with Thai-Inspired 
Seafood Bisque, recipe page 98.) 

Lime & Brown Sugar Shortbread Crisps: 
Reduce salt to a pinch and omit pepper 
completely. Replace granulated sugar with 
Va cup brown sugar and beat 2 tsp lime zest 
in with butter. (Pair with Strawberry Soup, 
recipe page WO.) GSil

III DIFFICULTY LEVEL 

WHAT you'll need: 

Leather, rivets, rotary knife, metal 
ruler, cutting mat or protective 
surface, needle-nose awl, small 
mallet, leather punch, rivet setter 
Knife, mat, Fiskars.

CHOOSE AND CUT 
LEATHER Pick 
leather that's thick 
enough to feel sturdy 
but thin enough to 
cut; mine was 3 mm thick. 
Cut the leather into 1 "-wide 
strips with a sharp rotary 
knife. For the basket, you'll 
need four 20"-long pieces, 
three 40"-long pieces and 
two 26"-long pieces. For the 
handles, you'll need two 
14"-long pieces. 



3 PUNCH RIVET 
HOLES AND 
ATTACH RIVETS 

Next, punch a hole 
for each rivet using 
a sharp leather punch centred 
on the guide hole, and attach 
the rivet using a rivet setter and 
mallet. (See my tips below on 
forming the basket.) Choose 
rivets long enough to fit through 
two thicknesses of leather. 

I used 7-mm rivets in a nice brass 
finish that add a metallic touch 
against the soft leather. 




LAYOUT BASKET 
AND PUNCH GUIDE 
HOLES Lay out the 
strips on a cutting 
mat or protective 
surface to form the basket's 
framework, as shown in the 
template (below). The basket 
is held together by a rivet at 
each point where the strips 
overlap. For each rivet, start by 
punching a guide hole at the 
centre of the overlap using the 
mat guidelines or a T-square, 
plus awl and mallet. 




4 ATTACH HANDLES 

When the basket is 
formed, attach the 
two 14"-long pieces 
as handles by 
riveting them to the 26" 
pieces. The rivets won't go 
through three layers of leather, 
so be sure to attach at a point 
with only two layers. Fill with 
books or toys, and enjoy!

AS YOU RIVET Start by keeping the 
strips flat, as shown in the template, and 
attaching the 40" and 26" pieces to the 
20" pieces. Then, rivet the two ends of 
each 40" piece so they form three 
bands. (These will be the basket's sides.) 
Fold the 20" pieces over and rivet to the 
outside of the bands. (At this point, you 
should have two longer sides and the 
base of the basket.) Finish by folding up 
the 26" pieces and attaching to the 
bands to form the two shorter sides.

COLLECTED WISDOM 

Nicholas Lewin and Lisa LaFrance 
resist the idea that theyYe incurable 
collectors. But their seaside home 
is full of the bits and pieces — the 
detritus of lives lived, of places visited, 
of childhoods past — that add quirk 
and personality to their home. 

He collects bow ties and rusty old toy trains; 
she can't resist ski resort stickers and old 
English dinner plates and serving dishes 
"with a bit of blue on them." They have both 
amassed a huge library of books, hers on 
gardening and cooking, his focused on 
architecture, the historic age of passenger 
railroading and the manufacture of 
locomotives.

THE GREAT DIVIDE 

Joel Bray brings harmony to a multipurpose 
room with a clever layout and quiet palette. 


To balance the fireplace wall and 
provide storage, take a cue from the 
Inspiration room, by Toronto designer 
Lisa Rogers, and choose a matching 
pair of freestanding cabinets, placing 
one on either side of the fireplace. 

The sleek Morrison console by Egg 
Collective has an ebonized-oak finish 
and white Carrara marble top that 
complement your black and white 
staircase, and two adjustable shelves 
and a cord escape give its interior 
flexibility. And because they are 
detached, the units won't block your 
air intake. Then, install floating 
shelves above each for further display. 

For the living space, I like the 
streamlined look of the plum velvet 
sofa from Barrymore Furniture's 
Amadeo collection. Position it facing 
the fireplace, and place an armchair 
opposite to create a conversation zone 
(see floor plan). Define the area with 
the Anice Black rug from Crate & 
Barrel, a modern spin on a traditional 
Persian. A woven- abaca coffee table, 
like the Edurne from Made Goods, 
has a relaxed look that will temper the 
formal sofa; as a bonus, its top lifts off 
to reveal storage. Build on the black 
and white scheme and add pattern via 
classic ikat pillows, like Madeline 


Weinrib's Fiore Ikat pillow, and 
the striped Ibiza Shale throw by 
Pine Cone Hill. 

A console behind the sofa will add a 
structural division between the two 
areas and a rectangular dining table 
parallel to the sofa will keep things 
separate but symmetrical.

A With its lovely staircase, 
cast-plaster fireplace, high 
ceilings, lofty windows and 
open floor space, your room is the 
definition of “good hones.” 

Placing your TV above the fireplace 
is a practical choice, just keep in mind 
you want a model that’s smaller than 
the width of the mantel itself and that 
doesn’t project too far from the wall.
